The president waa clearly irritated 
by what he and other U.S. officials 
have regarded 28 an apparent effort 
by Israel to back out of this commit- 
ment, 

Carter noted that the U.S. had 
dropped an earlier U.S. demand that 
Israel also agree — during the freeze 
not to expand existing 
settlements. This was because Begin 
had argued that such a freeze would 
prevent families from living 
together. 

Often, the president quoted Begin 
as having argued. mothers and 
fathers join their children at the 
settlements, after an initial 
“pioneering: period. To freeze the 
expansion of existing settlements, 
the president noted, would have 
prevented such family unifications,

Asked about the possible  knvolve- 
ment of Hussein in the negotiations, 
the president said that his own per- 
sonal “optimistic'’ assessment was 
that neither Husrein nor Assad had 
“closed the door."'

At that point, Carter called atten- 
tion to “three elements” on which 
none of the Arabs can be expected to

Segin gathers majority 
with opposition votes

more than a two-thirds majority. The debate, 
which began shortly after 10 a.m., was still going

The approval vote would give the go-ahead for negotiations to 
start with Egypt, to flesh out the Camp David framework 
agreements and prepare for the signing of a peace treaty. The vote 
also highlighted the serious rifts inside Herut and the National 
Religious Party, as well as inside the Likud bloc as a whole. 

Begin was expected to get his wish that more votes be cast for him 
from the coalition benches than from the opposition. A straw poll 
carried out in the evening by the Likud and NRP whips showed 
Begin likely to get about 45 votes from the coalition (which musters 
69 τ told) and some 86 from the opposition. 


This must have been cold comfort 
for the Likud leader, whose only solid 
backing came from the Liberal wing. 
The La'am group was lost to him. 
Most painful of all, nine of hia 21 
Herut men — heirs to a group which 
would have laid down their lives 
blindly at their leader's word 30 
years ago — had turned their backs 
on him. 

As for the National Religious Par- 
ty, where more than half said they 
would not vote for Begin, it was 
bitterly rent. The irony was that it 
had cut ties with the Alignment to 
follow a more nationalist policy, and 
now found its new preference out- 
Aligning the Alignment. 

In Herut, the rebels were made up 
of intellectuals and MKs who entered 
the House mainly in this Kneaset and 
the previous one.

“The Camp David agreements,” 
Allon continued, "put before us a 
choice between giving a chance to 
peace with Egypt — and removing 
her from the war front — and com- 
plete chaos. Therefore despite its 
shortcomings, the accord must be 
approved."” 

Allon seid that Israel must consult 
with Egypt on the possibility of 
retaining settlements and’ defence 
installations in Sinai. “To the 
settlers I say: I share your pain at 
‘the way your great efforts have been 
turned to naught." 


Agriculture Minister Sharon said 
he backed the agreement, because it 
was the only agreement which had 
been reached.

Carter scores 
gas bill 
triumph 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). — Presi- 
dent Carter yesterday gained one of 
his biggest legislative victories of 
the year when the Senate approved a 
bill ending federal price controls on 
moat natural gas by 1985. 

The bill, passed by a vote of 57 to 
42, Is the key element in the 
president's energy programme, 
which also included sections on con- 
servation and the conversion of fac- 
tories to coal. 

Carter put strong pressure on the 
Senate to approve the bill, saying, ἐξ 
wag essential to encourage more 
natural gas production and to con- 
vince other nations that the United 
States can solve its energy 
problems. 

it took members of the Senate and 
the House of Representatives nearly 
10 months to work out the provisions 
of the natural gas bill. It would raise 
the current federal price from about 
$1.50 to nearly $2 per 1,000 cubic feet 
(28 cubic metres). The price would 
rise by about 10 per cent a year until 
controls end. 

The administration believes the 
higher prices will encourage more 
exploration and reduce America’s 
dependence on imported oil. 

‘The bili now goes to the House for 
final action. The Senate still has to 
vote on other provisions of the 
energy programme and House 
leaders pian to wait until that is com-_ 
pleted before they take one overall 
vote on the compiete package. 


Dollar’s drop. drives 
ORT from Geneva 


GENEVA (AP). — ORT-Union, the 
internationally known Jewish 
organization for rehabilitating and 
training young people, is to move its 
headquarters from Geneva to Lon- 
don, the group announced yesterday. 

Reason for the move, said the 
group. is the fall in the value of the 
dollar against the Swiss franc, 
resulting in heavy expenses and an 
ever-expanding budget. 

The group's headquarters, sect up 
in Geneva in 1943, comprises 64 per- 
sonnel responsible for ag- 
ministrative and operational work of 
the organization's worldwide ac- 
tivities.

LONDON. — The “enormous in- 
crease" !n anti-Semitism in the 
Soviet . Union could not he happen- 
ing without the consent or en- 
couragement . of the authorities, 
Arye Dulzin, chairman of the World 
Zionist Executive, said yesterday. 
He spoke to the press as the meeting 
of the presidium of the second World 
Conference on Soviet Jewry came to 
an end last night. 

-Dulzin, noting the. rise of anti- 
Semitism in Soviet literature and on 
the radio and television, believes it is 
endangering not only Soviet Jewry 
but Jewish communities throughout 
the world, 

“Soviet Russia is becoming the 
centre of world anti-Semitic 
propaganda," he declared. “It Js a 
danger for the world and for . . 
democracy.” He said that not since 
the times of Nazi Germany has there 
been such a campaign of ant!- 
Semitism. 

In addition to discussing the 
“endemic growth of anti-Semitism 
and its deliberate instigation from 
above," the presidium also debated 
the growing problem of Soviet 
,@ropouts at Vienna, which this 
‘ month is expected to reach 69 per 
cent. 

If it reaches 80 per cent, it will 
“kill the struggle for Soviet Jewry," 
Dulzin predicted. He described the 


LONDON (JTA). — More than 10 
Jewish gravestones. at Golders

active in ‘Project Renewal’

Jerusalem Mayor Teddy Kollek 
told members of the first ‘Project 
Renewal" study mission that too 
many unfulfilled promises by local 
governments have made voters 
suspicious and slow in taking the in- 
itlative to improve their own 
neighbourhoods. 

The mayor met with three dozen 
fund-raisers and givers from the 
Toronto region in Canada who have 
“adopted” two Jerusalem quarters 
that are slated for renovation under 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin's 
“Project Renewal."" 

“On the whole,” sald the mayor at 
the Kiryat Hayovel community cen- 
tre, “people don’t trust the establish- 
ment. They have gotten too many 
promises, many offered with the 
best of intentions, that just weren't 
kept. Government in Israel often has 
good ideas but it doesn’t implement 
them well," he said. 

The mayor urged that the 
Canadians not be satisfied with the 
“easy way" of just giving money, 


but that they take the “long, but real- 
ly the shortest, road" of par- 
ticipating actively in the slum 
rehabilitation project. He urged that 
professionals among them visit the 
neighbourhoods they've “adopted” 
every few months and report back on 
progress and problems to the local 
community in Canada. 

Kollek asserted that the cities and 
towns must be consulted by the 
Jewish Agency and the government 
about plans for the $2.2 b. project in- 
volving 160 slum neighbourhoods 
around the country. He complained 
that the government's coordination 
leaves much to be desired. 

Although the Canadians listened 
intently and asked pointed questions. 
they had been rather shaken by the 
mix-up in the Keren Hayesod tour of 
the neighbourhoods, which brought 
them mistakenly to the municipality 
building and then to the community 
centre in Kiryat Menahem, where 
they were not expected. After a 
useless excursion and waiting in the 
hot bus, they finally reached their 
correct destination.

France: Palestinians 
must be part of peace 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI). — 
France said yesterday that despite 
the initial euphoria, a ‘great uncer- 
tainty" still surrounds the Camp 
David accords and that final peace 
in the Middle East must involve 
more than just Egypt and Iarael. 

British Foreign Secretary David 
Owen told the UN General 
Assembly that the agreements were 
a positive step in the direction of a 
peace settlement and had Britain's 
fall support. 

French Foreign Minister Louis de 
Guiringaud told the General 
Assembly that an overall Middle 
East settlement demanded that “818 
interested parties be associated, in- 
cluding the representatives of the 
Palestinian people.” 

Guiringaud said Carter had “tried 
to inject new life,’ into the Middle 
East peace process and deserved 
praise for ‘‘his courage and 
tenacity."" Camp David, ‘‘has 
ushered in a new phase,” he said, 
but, “clearly, there is still great un- 
certainty in it."”

Danny Rosolio (Alignment): Let 
us now strengthen our settlements in 
the Jordan Rift and the Golan 
Heights. I charge Begin with having 
led us down the road to an imposed 
settlement. 

Eliahu Moyal (Alignment): 
Begin has undergone a 
metamorphosis, having given up bis 
stubborn position and com- 
promising. I congratualte Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin on his 
courage. : 

Ellahu Speiser (Alignment): As 
difficult as it is to accept this 
proposal, rejecting it would be even 
more difficult. The peopie of Israel 
are not in a state of shock today, as 
the opponents of the agreement 
claim.

Nor had the powers of the 
autonomous area heen defined, 
Aridor said. Who would legislate in 
Judea, Samaria, and Gaza? Who 
would sign international treaties and 
conventions? Who would be the 
owner of state lands there? Who 
would provide health services to the 
settlers? Who would be responsible 
for public transport to our 
settlements? And above all, who 
would decide who will decide? 

Uniess we ensure in the 
negotiations of the next three months 
not only the right that we must en- 
sure, but also the practical method 
of continuing Jewish settlement in 
Judea, Samaria, and Gaza the result 
might be a new, if de facto, partition 
of Eretz Yisrael.

Gad Ya'scobi (Allgnment) took 
issue with Begin on two points. First, 
it was an illusion of the prime 
minister that. after giving the 
residents of Judea, Samaria, and 
Gaza self-government, he will be 
able, by the threat of using military 
force, to prevent the emergence of 
an independent, elected govern- 
ment. 

Secondly, Begin insists that there 
is no connection between the agree- 
ment with Egypt and those that may 
be reached with other Arab states 
and the residents of the areas. Of 
course there is, Ya'acobi said. For 
example, Sadat in his letter to Prest- 
dent Carter insisted that Arab 
Jerusalem is an integral part of the 
West Bank and must be under Arab 
sovereignty. The Knesset rejected 
that view, but it was idle to think that 
Sadat's view would not influence the 
negotiations with Jordan and the 
Weat bank residents. 

Amos Hadar (Alignment): The 
government's conceding of a securi- 
ty zone on the Egyptian front wil} 
lead the Arabs and the U.S. to 
suggest similar concessions towards 
Jordan and Syria. The decision to 
remove the settlements In Northern 
Sinai will prove a sharp blow to the 
morale of the settlers in Judea and 
Samaria and the Golan Heights. 

Haim Bar-Lev (Alignment): The 
weakness of the Begin government 
has been exposed during the months 
of negotiations preceding the Camp 
David agreements. Israel’s security 
requirements on the border with 
Egypt have fallen victim to the 
Government's wrong approach. 

Amnon Rubinstein (Shai): Peace 
poses a new challenge to Israelis: 
face-to-face contacts with the Arab- 
Moslem world. Israelis will have.to 
maintain théir self-identity and 
preserve their social and educational 
standards. Prime Minister Begin 
will go down in history as the leader 
who guided us both in the era of wars 
and independence, and the era of 
peace and tranquillity. 

Moshe Shahal (Alignment): A 
question left unanswered so far is 
what additional concessions we 
shall have to make. The end of the 
Camp David process will be a return 
to 1967 borders. The Camp David 
documents use the seme terms to 
describe the Palestinians as does the 
PLO. ‘ 

Assaf Yagurt (Independent): We 
all face a difficult choice. Will the 
dismantling of the Sinai settlements 
set a precedent for our other 
settlements across the green line? I’ 
am for peace with Egypt, but I tell 
you we must realize we are heading 
towards a general return to our pre- 
1967 borders. The real problems of 
peace will come after the peace trea- 
ty is signed. One hard job we shall 
have will be to re-educate our 
children and given them a revised 
definition of Zionism. 

Ora Namir (Alignment): I foresee 
a sharp drop in emigration and a 
bright future for immigration with 
the signing of the peace treaties. The 
real security wall we need is (not 
Sinai) but millions of Jewish people 
living in Galilee and the Negev. 

Shoshana Arbeli-Almoslino 
{Alignment}: The stability of peace 
between Egypt and ourselves 


- depends on the internal changes that 


will take place inside Egypt after the 
treaty is signed. Yielding Judea and 
Samaria and the Gaza district to 
Palestinian sovereignty — the 
natural result of the autonomy plan 
— are concessions that do not jibe 
with the national Zionist consensus 
and are not in tune with our security 
requirements. 

Sara Steru-Katan (NRP) said she 
could not support the government's 
peace plan. Sadat's insistence on the 
Hquidation of the Rafiah settlements 


was a dangerous trap. The Knesset” 


must ensure that the proposal it was 
being asked to approve now did not 
serve as a precedent for future 
agreements. 

Ehud Olmert (Likud-La'am) said 
that those in the Labour Party who 
have found fault with certain 
elements in the framework 


~ agreements should ask themselves 


to what extent the Labour Party and 
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the Peace Now movement con- 
tributed to the weakening of the 
government's bargaining power in 
recent months. 

If the Raflah settlements are mn 
obstacle to peace. Olmert said, this 
logic would rise up again against us 
with respect to the setuements of 
Judea, Samaria. and the Golan. 

Avraham Melamed (NRP} said 
the sacrifice of the Sinal settlementa 
was 8 tremendous price to pay, but 
the alternative was to muff the 
chance of peace. We had sent our 
sons to war again and again, out of 
the conviction of ein brei7a — we had 
no choice. But we could no longer say 

at. 

In the past decade, we had es- 
tablished many new settlements, but 
our moral strength did not increase. 
We must now give our attention to In- 
ternal problems that have been 
neglected over the years because of 
the security situation. And above all 
we must strengthen our mora] fibre, 
Melamed said, 

Pessah (Likud-Liberals) 
said that people who had never 
ploughed ἃ furrow, or even knew 
what a furrow was, had become 
champions of the settlements. Were 
we to blow the chance of peace 
because of the Sinai settlements? 

Yosef Bem (Likud-Herut) said he 
would vote against. Sadat was play- 
ing a. very clever game. Firat, he had 
got what he wanted In Sinai. The 
questions of Jerusalem, of Judea and 
Samaria, and of the Palestinian 
problem he was leaving for a later 
Stage. The leaders of other Arab 
states would reap the fruits of the 
seeds Sadat had sown. 


The framework agreements, Rom 
said, were the result of two 
dangerous conceptions of the 
government: that a separate agree- 
ment with Egypt was worth achiev- 
ing at any price, and that once Egypt 
signed a peace treaty with Israel, 
there would be no danger to Israel 
from its north-eastern front, 

Ronnie Millo (Likud): There is lots 
of soul searching going on in every 
household in Israel. The question is 
the feasibility of paying the price for 
peace. There are no clearcut 
answers to that question. But one 
thing is clear as day: had Begin 
returned from Camp David with no 
agreement, the Alignment would 
have begun a loud campaign 
deriding him, Shimon Peres would 
have proclaimed that he could have 
achieved peace with Egypt within 24 
hours. 

We have sacrificed Sinai for 
peace, but Shimon Peres was 
prepared to sacrifice Judea and 
Samaria and the Jewish settlers 
there, Had the Algnment and Peace 
Now movement backed Begin during 
the negotiations, perhaps we could 
have avoided dismantling the Sinai 
settlements. 

Yigal Cohen (Likud): Every peo- 
ple has its values and symbols. For 
the Zionist nation settlement has 
always been the main symbol. Even 
worse than displacing between 3,000 - 
and 5,000 people from their homes, . 
dismantling of the settlements is tan- 
tamount to destroying the Zionist 
dream. Sadat does not want peace, 
and this is proven by the fact that he 
has stated unequivocably that he 
does not want the settlements to ex- 
ist there. even under Egyptian 
sovereignty...First the Israel 
government encourages these peo- 
ple to settle in*the Rafiah Ap- 
proaches, and now tells them to pack 
up' and leave. Now’no futuré’ Israel 
government will be able to withstand 


demands for a return to pre-1967 ᾿. 


borders, or removal of settlementa 
from the Golan Heights or the Jor- 
dan Rift. 

Meir Talmi (Alignment-Mapam) 
said he would vote for the Govern- 
ment because “a bad peace was 


, better than a war." 


He was most worried by the fact 
that the policy of self-delusion still 
persisted, Talmi said, and by the 
Government's assumption that it 
continued for ever and ever to rule 
one million Arabs in the West Bank. 

‘The race for the control of the West 
Bank would start forthwith, he 
feared, with the Government 
speeding up settlement, but 
meanwhile the Palestinians would 
step up their opposition. Without an 
answer to the Palestine problem, 
there would never be peace in the 
region, he feared. 

Sarah Doron (Likud-Herut) said it 
was harder for Israel's leaders to 
decide on peace, than to decide on 
war, The personal attacks on 
Israel's leaders were unfair and out 
of place she complained. 


Akiva Nof (DM) said that Israel 
was carrying out an asymmetric 
barter in which real property was 
being relinquished in return for 
mere words. The borders of Eretz 
Yisrael had always been determined 
by the capability of the nation at any 
particular period. he said. 
Calculated risks must be taken, 
numerous though they might be. 

David Golomb (Shai): Why all this 
fuss about giving up the 
settlements? In 1948, Israeli 
negotiators had agreed to yield | 
Nahariya, Hanita, and Maale 
Hamisha. I appeal today to the 
settlers of Rafiah Approaches not to 
stand in the way of chances of peace. 
The best thing to do would be to sign 
the peace treaty and then — within 
the next two years — to finda mutual 
agreement in which Egypt would 
agree to let our settlements remain. 

Yosef Tamir (Likud}: For me, 
peace is the greatest thing in the 
world. There is nothing greater than 
peace. We have become isolated in 
the world,. and immigrants have 
stopped streaming to our shores. To- 
day, the Israel people are a happy 
people — though with a few doubts in 
their hearts — at the prospects of 
peace with Egypt.

Dollar picks up 
as August trade 


deficit narrows 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). — The 
U.S. foreign trade deficit narrowed 
to $1.62b. last month after a shortfall 
of $2.99. in July, the Commerce 
Department announced yesterday. 

The huge improvement in the U.S. 
trade figures immediately boosted 
the dollar's value on’ the world's 
foreign exchange markets and the 
price of gold fell dramatically, 

Gold was fixed at $214.80 an ounce 
on the London bullion market, after 
the figures werd released yesterday 
afternoon — a drop of $2.35 on the 
morning fix price. 


In Frankfurt the dollar rose one 
pferinig to 1.9498 German marks in 
hectic trading following the an- 
nouncement, dealers said. 

The improvement was much 
bigger than the markets had ex-. 
pected, and in Zurich the dollar 
climbed over the psychologically- 
important $1.50-Swiss franc lével, 
through which it crashed on Monday. 

August exports rose 5.7 per cent 
over July, while imports dropped 4.7 
per cent. 


In August 1977, the U.S. trade 
deficit, which has been a major 
cause of the dollar's weakness 
against other currencies, had been 
82.420. 


‘The picture for 1978, however, was 


not so good. In the firat elght months 
of this year the U.S, built up a deficit 
of $20.98b., compared with a short- 
fall of $26.02b. for the same period of 
1977. : 
The August figures showed that 
stee}, television and car imports all 
dropped last month.

Tax exemptions 
for medical 


expenses updated

Income tax exemptions for the 
cost of medical treatmert up to 
117,000 ἃ year can now be claimed, 
the Knesset Finance Committee 
decided yesterday. The new ceiling 
will come Into effect in October. The 
old celling, which had not been 
amended since April 1975, was IL7,- 
000, 
During the discussion in the 
Knesset, MK Amnon Rubinstein 
(Shai) sald that while the Treasury 
has amended al} tax exemption 
clauses during the last four years, it 
forgot to adjust the exemption for 
medica] treatment. 

According to paragraph 46 of the 
income tax regulations, a person is 
allowed deductions for medical ex- 
penses over [12,000 but not ex- 
ceeding 17,000 per year. Now the 
limit is raised to 117,000, but no 
more than 12.5 per cent of a person's 
total annual income. 

The Knesset Finance Committee 
also decided that from now on the 
ceiling for medical expenses will be 
readjusted regularly along with 
those of other tax exemptions.

‘prosecution in the U.S.

HAIFA. — Zim has reached an 
agreement with the U.S. Federal 
Maritime Commisaion (FMC) which 
allows it to keep its books closed 
from the FMC in return for a million 
dollar payment. The payment will be 
made in five annual instalments of 

$200,000 each. 

The Zim spokesman said yester- 
day that the agreement was reached 
following the investigation the FMC 
had made Into allegations that 
American and foreign shipping 
fiems, including Zim, had granted 
freight charge reductions to their 
customers on the transport of 
cargoes to and from the U.S. 
American law forbids any reduc- 
tions from the officially approved 
rates and provides fines for 
offenders. The spokesman noted that 
such reductions were quite usual {n 
all other countries. 

The spokesman, Eliyahu Shragal, 


stressed that Zim had not admitted 
to making any reductions, but had 
agreed to make the million dollar 
Payment rather than reveal details 
of all its dealings. Such details would 
{Include the shipping of military 
cargoes from various parts of the 
world, which Zim would not bé per- 
mitted !by our authorities) to reveal 
for security reasons. 

Tn addition to the payment Zim has 
also undertaken to ἴδ Κα ali 

Recegasary steps to prevent the gran- 

ting of reductions by its American 
bureau. The FMC will, on its part, 
refrain from filing suit against Zim 
and its employees regarding the 
issue. 

Shragai emphasized that the FMC 
investigation had included all ship- 
ping companies, American and 
foreign, active in the U.S. Several of 
the companies had agreed to 
payments “far in excess" of the 
million dollars Zim had agreed to 
pay. 


Lockheed offers $15m. trade 
if El Al buys Tri-Star jets

TEL AVIV. — The American 
Lockheed Corporation, a principal 
supplier to the U.S. government of 
military aircraft, missiles and space 
vehicles, has expressed its 
willingness to place orders worth 
15m. for various items produced in 

Israel, 

The offer {s in connection with 
Lockheed's desire to sell El Al two 
Tri-Star 1011 jets. The transaction is 
in the order of $60m. and Lockheed ia 
ready to purchase locally produced 
equipment for 25 per cent of the 
proposed cost of the jets. 

The company's vice-president, 
Dean Taylor, proposed the deal in a 
fetter to the Israel Government. The 
news came as a result of a visit here 
by a group of senior executives from 
Leckheed which was headed by P. 
Paul, purchasing manager of the 
company. 

The group spent five days in the 
country and met with top-level 
government officials, heads of 
private industry and members of the 
Histadrut.

‘THE DIE has been cast. After a wearying all-day debate, the 
Knesset waa expected to endorse the Camp David agreements 
with what could, ordinarily, have been termed a comfortable 
majority. In the circumstances, though, the majority was not 
due to be comfortable. 

It would thus be surprising if the tremors caused by the 
Knesset line up failed to register throughout the entire political 
system. 

She gally speaking, Mr. Begin waa not hound to obtain the ap- 
proval of parliament for the two ‘framework of peace’’ ac- 
cords. Politically, it was inconceivable that he should neglect to 
do so. He could hardly have forgotten that the previous regimes 
undertook to hold not just a Knesset vote but a referendum on 
any decision to cede parts of Eretz Yisrael to foreign rule. . 

The present administration has not, so far, adopted any such 
measure, but it is arguable that the practical effect of the steps 
{t has already taken might be even more far-reaching. If not a 
plebiscite, then, the Jeast that Mr. Begin would have been ex- 
pected to seek was the consent of the people's representatives. 

All the same, it was a risky move, and the Premier tried, from 
the start, to make it as easy for himself as possible, It was ob- 
vious that the inclusion of a proviso for the dismantling of the 
Yamit settlements would make the whole Camp David peace 
concept utterly anathema to the Knesset hawks, notably within 
Mr. Begin's own Likud camp. 

The attempt to separate the two issues was only acotched by 
the Alignment’s clear warning that it would boycott the vote if 
any such cynical manoeuvre were carried out. This would have 
resulted in so small a margin of success, as to serlously jeopar- 
dize the government's position, and possibly peace itself. . 

Mr. Begin also sought to minimize the impact of defections 
trom coalition ranks by forgoing party discipline in the vote. 
The move was without precedent on so high a matter of state. 
The Premier backed out after a few days, but immediately 
changed his mind again. Ostensibly, individual conscience was 
to be allowed no hindrance, after all. 

Yet after all, it helped little, Mr, Begin found hizhself deserted 
not only by the maverick La'am faction, but by halt of his very 
own Herut parliamentary group. He was charged by former dis- 
ciples with pusillanimity and faithlessness. Were it not for the 
nearly solid support of the Alignment, he would not have been 
able to go to the Knesset with any confidence. 

It is not too fanciful to suggest that he was saved largely 
through the exertions of the same Mr. Peres whom he had only a 
day earlier, in a show of singular ungraciousness, accused of 
jealousy and pettiness. 

Having just performed a feat of peacemaking never attained 
in the country's history, he found himself with the shakiest 
political base at home. His only reliable partners in the Likud at 
the moment are now the Liberals, abetted from within the coali- 
tion by the DMC rump. This is nothing much to crow about. 

Moreover, those who were in favour of the Camp David 
agreements were less for Mr. Begin — or even for Mr. Begin's 
policy — than for peace. Judging by. their speeches from the 
rostrum, Knesset Members intoned “yes” with high hopes, but 
with very heavy hearts. 


The Knesset, to be sure, ig not always a mirror of the elec- 
torate. It is probable that the Premier's standing among the 
people, as the country's man-of-peace, is far stronger than was 
shown in the parliamentary debate. If aivatioga we baba τὴς noe 
held directly for the office of premier next week, 

‘would no doubt win hands down. 

But such elections are not about to be held, and, more impor- 
tant, Mr. Begin has been reported in no mood to dissolve the 
Knesset. He would, in any case, need to rebuild his party base 

‘ first, and this could force a general political realignment, 
anchored in the realities of today and not of a decade, let alone 
five decades, ago, 

This, again, might not be a bad thing, but it would probably be 
a long-term proposition. In the short-term, the possibility of a 
national] unity government was faintly raised in the Knesset 
yesterday, as the only sure way of carrying on the unfinished 
work of peacemaking — which may well mean the making of 
further compromise. 

Thus, however looked at, yesterday’: 3 Knesset session may 
turn out to have been historic in more sense than one.

plus a royal walkabout. 

Like most Israeli citizens, I hall 
the prospect of peace that Begin 

t back from Camp David. But 
I do think that as units in a 
parliamentary democracy we are 
entitled to know the full price that we 
are expected to pay. That is an in- 
tegral element of the legitimate 
vights of the people of Israel. 

A member of the Begin ad- 
ministration, Deputy Defence 
Minister Mordechai Zipori, put it in 
the baldest terms and at the level of 
the lowest common denominator 
when he said to the dissenters in his 
Herut party: ‘‘None of you is ready 
to cut your living standards by forgo- 
ing American aid, nor can we do 
without U.S. arms." 

Fair enough, at least Zipori is be- 


. ing honest in his own way. But why 


doesn’t the prime minister unwrap 
the gift package he brought home for 
Rosh Hashana and let us see what's 
inside? Or does he fear that we may 
find a Pandora's box? 


TO JUDGE by what we have been 
allowed to know so far, the shape of 
the imposed settlement emerging 
from the fog of euphoric rhetoric is 
the handiwork of Dr, Braezinski.

In a TV interview with Dan 
Margalit, Dr, Israel Eldar expressed 
pride, without inhibition, about his 
part in the aaeassination of Folke 
Bernadotte. 
And in a Radio Newsreel 
oft ware levelled agelust Ber: 
eusa! were levelle ir 
nadotte: that he had wes a spy for 
the Germans, that he had handed 
‘over. to Himmler details about VI 
hits in England, and that he had op- 
posed the transfer of Jewish 
refugees to Sweden from Germany. 
Several times during the 
programme, it waa repeated that to 


this day we do not know who was 
responsible for the murder. 
According to ‘Gideon Hausner, 
Count Bernadotte’s efforts con- 
tributed ''to Himmiler's order to the 
concentration camps’ commanders 


to deliver the surviving “Inmates to - 
the Allies alive’’ (‘'Justice in ° 


Jerusalem,’ page 248). 

As to the charge that Bernadotte 
opposed the transfer of Jews to 
Sweden, it may be interesting to note 
that at one juncture, Swedish Jewish 
leaders feared that a flood of 
refugees to their country might 

in increased anti-Semitism. At 
the time there was even an official 
statement about this in the Rikedag. 

‘It is perhaps too much to at 
this late stage, a trial of those 
responsible for the murder. 
However, an objective appreciation 
of Folke Bernadotte would seem to 
be called for, in' order to offset zome 
of the present wild charges.

HOW TO IMPROVE PUBLIC TRANSPORT.
